With one exception, Wilmington 
voters Monday night overwhel- 
mingly rejected any move to 
change the status quo. 

All zoning bylaw changes under 
consideration at the special town 
mecting, including initiatives by the 
Affordable Housing Task Force, 
were shot down by the vocal 
crowd. Though residents approved 
a change in the school committee 
membership from six to seven 
members, they disapproved a move 
to elect selectmen by precincts and 
change the board's membership 
from five to seven. In a 
surprisingly casy vote, 90 percent 
of town mecting also gave the nod 
to a transfer of funds to make up a 
school budget deficit for FY 1988. 

Despite the cloquence of 
Chairman Jim Stewart, who urged 
voters "to help those who can't 
afford to live here," all four 
articles petitioned by the Afford- 
able Housing Task Force failed to 
gain the necessary two-thirds vote 
to change the zoning bylaws. 

Opponents of the Inclusionary 


Housing Policy (Article Four), to, 


increase density by approximatcly 
50 percent and receive affordable 
housing as a trade-off, spoke 
against taking the final decision out 
of the hands of town mecting. 
“What really scares me is the 
planning board will be making the

State Rep. James Miceli called the 
accessory apartments article ano-

bylaws. He predicted some "severe 
problems" if-Article Five passed. A 
few of thost problems, as outlined 
by opponents, included impact on 
neighborhoods, enforcement of 
parking regulations, and additional 
burdens placed on the Building 
Inspector, who would have the 
ultimate authority to grant a special 
permit for the additional dwelling 
units 

An cqual number of residents 


favored the article as one way to 
gain lower cost units and have the 
state look favorably on Wil- 
mington's cfforts to develop 
affordable housing. Stewart said 
the proposed bylaw would legiti- 
mize apartments currently existing 
in town and force owners to 
comply with town and state 
regulations. 

Several people noted that since 
dwelling conversions are allowed 
now through the board of appeals, 
there was no need to do anything. 
This article, as well as a 
housckeeping article to open more 
opportunitics to build in town, 
failed in 116 to 59 and 73 to 72 
votes, respectively.

Two articles, Articles Eight and 
Nine, dealt with the membership 
issuc. Article Eight, petitioned by 
the Wilmington Home and School 
Association, asked to increase the 
commitice from six to seven 
members to avoid a repetition of 
the deadlock over committee 
chairman. Article Nine, petitioned 
by Anne Linchan, sought to reduce 
the committce to five numbers to 
limit future problems. 

Though residents spoke out in 
favor of both proposals, Peggy 
Kane put it best when she said her 
association's major concern “is it 
become an odd number." 

The change will go into effect in 
April, when residents will be 
voting for an additional member of 
the board, 

Though many voters left by the 
time Article 13 was drawn, enough 
stayed to give a strong voice vote 
against electing sclectmen by 
precinct 

Petitioner Dennis Volpe told 
voters “what this article is really 
about is accountability.” He asked 
those present to help improve 
“responsiveness” in town govern- 
ment. 

In speaking against the article, 
John Sanborn produced laughter 
with an appeal to reason.

Akerson Street on the plans, which 

would follow the abandoned rail- 

road bed from East Street to the 

center of the property, ending in a 

cul-de-sac circle. Most of the area 

is currently landlocked, and a road 

from East Street offers the only 

access to the parcel. 

Preliminary plans were presented 
to the board in April, to thwart a 
successful bid by area neighbors to 
rezone portions. of the land from 
industrial to residential. 

Once-plans are submitted to the 
board, a landowner has three years 
to act, using the conditions in effect 
at the time of submission. While 
parts of McCarthy's land were in. 
fact rezoned, the industrial zoning 
was "grandfathered" and remains 
in place. 

Engincer Erich Nitzsche outlined 
McCarthy's plans for the property, 
which will have five.lots in heavy 
industsialzoned areas, and one lot 
in residentially zoned land. 

‘The entrance road, Nitzsche said, 
will run from East Street for about 
4,300 feet, ending in a cul-de-sac. 


shown with two options, since a 
land swap is being discussed, he 
said. 

McCarthy representative Mark 
Hall said the state hospital and Rep. 
Jim Miceli are being contacted for 
the land swap, since the quarter 
acre or so in question is part of the 
state hospital property. Hall said 
the land swap would involve giving 
12,000 square feet of acreage to the 
staic, in exchange for about 4,000 
square feet. The swap would allow 
for better traffic flow at the East 
Strect end of the parcel, Hall said. 

If the land swap fails, Nitzsche 
said, the road would be built 6n the 
existing railroad bed and would run 
straight into the property. Board 
members made a brief mention of 
some traffic improvements on East 
Strect, including a traffic light. 

Nitzsche said the proposal is only 
for subdividing the land, with no 
plans as yet for any buildings on 
any of the parcels. The lots, as per 
the submitted plan, would be 4.2 
acres; 5.7 acres; 4.6 acres; 7.8 acres 


and 12.8 acres, all industrially 
zoncd, with the residential lot 
(number six) at 7.14 acres. Some 
four to six acres of the overall 
parcel is wetlands, Nitzsche said, 
but about 51 acres are useable. 

The engineer noted that lot six, 
the residential zoned Jand, would 
not be accessed by Akerson Street, 
and would likely need an extension 
‘of Independence Avenue to be.used. 

Akerson Street, according to the 
engineer, will be 32 paved feet 
wide, with a 22 foot drainage 
casement down one side. The plans 
showed enough frontage on the new 
road for the Hupper Realty Trust to 
access their adjacent 35 industrial 
acres. 

Board member Bob Fowler said a 
single access road is undesireable, 
for emergency response reasons, 
and asked if extending the road to 
Shawsheen Street would be viable, 
‘The question went unanswered. 

One.of the neighbors.argued that 
extending the road from East to 
Shawsheen would create a long, 
straight “dragstrip,{, which he said 
would pose safety problems for the 
neighborhood. 

The report by BSC Group, the 
town's consulting engineer, was not 
submitted in time for the board to 
review. Unlike most reports, the 
BSC report on Akerson Street and 
the subdivsion ran to seven pages, 
instead of the usual two. 

Board chairman Joe Doherty said 
there were too many undecided 
aspects to the plan, and continued 
the public hearing on the McCarthy 
proposal until Dec. 12, 

“We'll have a lot more questions 
‘on the twelfth,” Doherty noted.

Accreditation reports 
target problems

An accreditation team which 
visited Wilmington's elementary 
schools last year as part of a pilot 
accreditation process, recently re- 
commended that administrators up- 
date the elementary curriculum and 
better maintain school buildings. 

In an accreditation report re- 
ceived this fall, the team said that, 
overall, the biggest problems fac- 
ing all three schools was the lack of 
an up-to-date curriculum and the 
conditions evident in the physical 
plants. Offsetting the negative 
comments were many commenda- 
tions. In general, the team praised 
the positive school atmosphere, the 
teamwork and flexibility of the 
elementary staffs, the evident com- 
munity support, and support ser- 
vices provided to the schools. Rep- 
reseniatives from the school system 
will reccive the formal accredita- 
tion certificates December 8 and 9. 


Following a presentation of the * 
reports at last week's school com- 
mittce meeting, clementary princi- 
pals said they were alrcady imple- 
menting ways to improve the 
schools and update the curriculum. 
Bob Surran motioned to make the 
reports public and place them in the 
public library. This passed un- 
animously. 

Assistant Supt. Henry Dembow- 
ski, who helped oversee the 
accreditation process, suggested the 
committee reclaim the Boutwell 
School from the Baptist Church 
because of a “pressing need” to 
house students. He noted that there 
are currently 476 new houscholds 
in Wilmington and three new 
subdivisions in the area. 
Committeemen said they would 
have to give officials of the 
Abundant Life School a year's 
notice to vacate the building and 
this, they said, should be done 
"without delay.” 


School committee asked 
to expedite warrants

$2 Million 
awarded to 
elder affairs 


Elder Affairs Secretary Paul J. 
Lanzikos has announced that the 
Executive Office of Elder Affairs 
(EOEA) has awarded 
approximately $2 million in local 
aid to Massachusetts citics and 
towns under the expanded EOEA 
Fiscal Year 1989 Formula Grant 
Program. 

According to Secretary Lanzikos, 
these awards are allocated.o cach 
municipality based on their 
population of elders, age 60 and 
older, according to the 1980 U.S. 
census figures, at a rate of $2.30 
per elder. The minimum grant 
awarded was $700, regardless of 
community size. 

"Councils on Aging are the 
critical link at the community level 
in our aging network. This funding 
helps them to provide services to 
360,000 clders across the 
Commonwealth,” said Sccrctary 
Lanzikos. "We at Elder Affairs are 
proud of their role and remain 
committed to working closely with 
them in fulfilling their important 
mission.” 

Funds are granted for a variety of 
purposes and complement more 
than $16 million in local 
appropriations for council 
activitics. Programs supported by 
the funds include: staffing, facility 
maintenance, and a range of 
transportation, outreach, health 
fitness, nutrition, and peer support 
Program activities. Other award 
categories include removal of 
architectural barricrs, other 
physical improvements, and the 
purchase of equipment. 

Amount allocated to Wilmington 
is $4,120; Tewksbury, $1,652. 
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What is a wetland?

The term wetland includes not 
only what we typically think of as 
wetlands, such as streams, ponds, 
and cattail marshes, but also arcas 
such as wet meadows, red maple 
swamps, and intermittcnt streams 
that may be dry for a significant 
portion of the year. More precise 
legal definitions of resource 
boundarics may be found in the 
State Law (MGL C131, $40) and its 
accompanying regulations. 

For the most part, wetlands are 
identified by their associated plant 
life, which is primarily controlled 
by water. Other factors affecting 
the environment and type of any 
wetland include the soils, climate, 
evaluations, surrounding 
vegetation and, of course, the influ- 
ence of man. 

Massachusetts has afforded 
wetlands legal protection because 
they play an important role in 
protecting overall environmental 

ty: as groundwater recharge 
ischarge arcas for public and 
private water supplics and for 
maintenance of strcam flows: as 
filters for removing sediment, 
nutricnts, and other pollutants from 
runoff; as buffers for absorbing the 
impact of storm watcrs; and as 
habitat for fish and many other 
wildlife. The loss of wetlands 
throughout the country and the 
resulting effects have been well 
documented, 

It is estimated that 25 percent of 
Wilmington is wetland. About 
two-thirds of that falls within the 
Ipswich River Watershed, as the 
town forms the headwaters to the 
River. The other one-third is part 


of the Shawsheen River Watershed, 
which joins with the larger 
Merrimac River. 

Five major weuland systems are 
generally recognized by scicnce 
today. Three of these, lacustrine, 
riverine, and palustrine can be 
found in Wilmington. Lacustrine 
wetlands arc associated with lakes; 
riverine wetlands are found along 
rivers and streams. 

Palustrine wetlands are those 
more commonly called marshes, 
swamps and bogs. The variety of 
form and nature of cach of these 
weiland types may be familiar to 
the residents of Wilmington 
because they are so casy to observe. 
Although, a brief gencral descrip- 
tion scems appropriate. 

Marshes are characterized by 
plants such as cattails, pickerel 
weed, and other “emergents.” The 
water depth usually ranges from six 
inches to as much as three fect, with 
the deeper areas sporting stands of 
floating vegetation such as water 
Ulics. arshes are often formed 
from small lakes and ponds which 
have gradually filled in with 
decomposed vegetation and mud. 


“Wet meadows,” not as common 
in town, are closely assoc 
marshes. They are cov 
moisture - loving grasses and 
sedges. These areas are usually not 
as wet or as frequently flooded as 
marshes. For this reason they are 
often overlooked as wetland and 
considered a grassland or extension 
of someone's backyard. 

Swamps are the stage between 
marsh and upland, and are usually 
waterlogged only in the winter and 
carly spring, instead of throughout 
the year. However, you may find an 
inch of water in a low spot even 
during the midsummer. Swamps 
are dominated by weody plants 


(trees and shrubs), Most in 
Wilmington are forested by red 
maple and evergreens, bencath 
which grow highbush blueberry, 
spicebush and sweet pepperbush. 

wetter arcas on the forest floor 
$port a cover of skunk cabbage, 
marsh marigold and ferns. 
Jewelwecd often abounds 
throughout the swamp and up into 
the drier forest floor..It is here that 
one may find the delicate pink 
lady's slipper which has been 
seriously overpicked. 

Bogs are Icss common in 
Wilmington but may be the most 
interesting wetland type. These 
occur in rounded depressions, 
usually without a definite 
watercourse, Bogs are patlands, 
formed by the buildup and slow 
decomposition of plant material. 
The peat bog is characteristically 
highly acidic and poorly drained. 
Peat forms a floating mat over 
water, and may accumulate in 
deposits of 20 to 40 feet dep. Walk 
‘out onto a bog, jump up and down, 
and you will feel the sponge like 
bounce of the peat. Many bogs are 
blanketed by sphagnum moss or 
intermixed with shrubs such as 
leatherleaf and bog rosemary. A 
familiar bog type is the cultivated 
cranberry bog, which exist in 
abandoncd statcs in Wilmington. 
Additionally, a careful observer 
may find some of the more 
fascinating plants - the insectivors, 
such as sundews and pitcher plants 
that "cat" insects. 

Altogether, the wetland types are 
not so different in that they often 
overlap or arc in a constant 
successional (evolving) state. 
Because of their dynamics, they 
provide so much important animal 
habitat and so much fascination to 
man.

Dear Larz: 

Since the sclectuman's meeting of 
September 12, every week there 
has been an article in onc or 
another of the local papers 
concerning Mr, Capuano of Ring 
Avenue, and his efforts to have a 
ban on heavy trucking placed on 
Salem Street. Although I agree with 
him, I also must take exception to 
the way he is handling the situation. 

Specifically, 1 object to the way 
he is trying to confuse the issue of 
te truck exclusion with his fence 
problems. Some facts need to be 
made public so that the people can 
hear both sides of this issuc. 

First, Mr. Capuano would like to 
have you belicve that the fence has 
been there for 16 years which it 
has, except for almost two ycars. 
The fence was damaged in the 
hurricane and removed at that time, 
and the portion of the fence in 
question was not replaced until this 
year. While the fence was down, 
the fecling among many arca 
residents was that it was much safer 
at the intersection of Salem Strect 
and Ring Avenue. In fact I have 
been told by two people that they 
suggested to Mr. Capuano that he 
leave that portion of the fence 
down. (This, by the way, consigns 
to the dumpster his statement in the 
paper aftcr the September 
sclectman's mecting, that if 
anybody had a problem with the 
fence they should have talked to 
him directly.) 

Second, Mr. Capuano would like 
to have you believe that the Town is 
‘out to get him’ because of his work 
on the truck ban, by attacking his 
fence. The fact of the matter is that 
the Town investigated his fence 
because of a petition drawn up by 
arca residents to have the setback of 
the fence checked. This petition was 
not started by any member of the 
town government. 

Third, Although there have been 
no reported accidents at this 
corner, there have been some 
pretty wild turns taken at this 
Corner, sometimes across front 
lawns, to avoid hitting a car that 
appears from nowhere when you 
leave Ring Avenue. This summer, a 
youngstcr's bike was hit by a car 
while he was crossing Salem Street 
at this corner, and Mr. Capuano 
saw the aftermath of this accident 
from his front yard. Fortunately 
the child‘was walking, not riding, 
the bike or the results could have 
been far more scrious. This 
incident was the catalyst which got 
the petition drive to have the fence 
checked moving. 

Fourth, Mr. Capuano says that 
there are false statements in the 
petition, and I agree with him on 
that. However, the idea behind it, to 
make the intersection safe, is valid. 
In addition, repeated demands that 
the author of the petilion be 
identified, because his lawyer wants 
to know who is responsible, are 
unnecessary and uncalled for, and 
could only be made in an attempt to 
intimidate anybody with an 
opposing viewpoint. I did not see 
any libel or slander in the copy I 
read. 


With this clarification of the 
‘facts,’ I would also like to make the 
following observations. 

If anybody doubts that the fence 
creates a safety hazard, they should 
drive to Ring Avenue and attempt 
to get out onto Salem Street during 
tush hour or any time Saturday. 
Even if cars on Salem Street are 
going at the speed limit (and I 
would bet most aren't) you can not 
see far enough down the strect to 
exit safely. If Mr. Capuano was as 
concemed with safety as he claims 
to be with his truck exclusion, the 
portion of the fence in question 
would be gone. There is probably a 
higher chance of an accident. here 
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Apparently Mr. Capuano 
would feel differently if there had 
accidents here. 


here, some lawyer would be all 
over the Town and Mr, Capuano 
for allowing the obstruction to be 
installed and then remain. At least 
now, I hope, the Town is covered, 
whether the fence stays or not. 

Finally, having followed this, at 
the meetings, in the paper, and on 
television, I would like to thank the 
various town officials for their 
efforts on the truck exclusion. They 
appear to have gone as far as they 
can without Tewksbury joining in. 
I can also understand Tewksbury's 
reluctance to buy into this proposal 
which would require time and 
money officials may feel is better 
used elsewhere, and which might 
very well have a negative impact on 
their community. Having seen the 
way Mr. Capuano has acted and 
treated some town officials, both in 
person and in the press, and not 
wishing myself or my family to be 
treated the same way, I am forced 
to request that my name and 
address be withheld.

affordable housing loses

Wilmington voters sent a message to town officials Monday 
night as all articles to change zoning bylaws went down in 
defeat. 

A small core of outspoken citizens, led by State Rep. Jim 
Miccli and Dan Gillis of the Wilmington Housing Authority, 
have been vocal in the past against changing laws which they 
believe serve Wilmington well. 

Both Miccli and Gillis had supported a duplex housing 
proposal which was rejected by voters earlier this year. 
Whether the rejection of the affordable housing initiatives can 
be tied to that defeat is an interesting question. But the 
proponents of that 150-unit proposal which was turned down at 
the special town meeting in June certainly were not among those 
supporting the cffort at Monday night's town mecting. 

It was obvious by both the large turnout and actual votes that 
more than a few persons had similar reservations about touching 
Wilmington's zoning laws -- even for such a worthy cause as 
affordable housing. Voters, it seemed, were not yet ready to 
relinquish control over increased density and PRD housing 
proposals. Perhaps they were right. According to the articles 
proposed by the Affordable Housing Task Force, developers 
secking to increase density or go the PRD route would need a 
special permit of the Wilmington Planning Board. 

Whether right or wrong, many residents associate the 
planning board with recent growth which has resulted in 
increased traffic, water, aesthetic, and other negative impacts. 
They fear to place such controversial type projects in hands 
other than their own, 

The sad part, of course, is that Wilmington residents in nced of 
lower cost homes are the big losers. 

In retrospect, it's too bad there could be no guarantee that 
approving zoning changes would forever eliminate the threat of 
the state's big stick---Chapter 774. It's too bad that task force 
members, who privately came up with convincing arguments in 
favor of their proposals, didn't speak up in a body Monday 
night.

The insurance company made it 
clear that they did not want to take 
our car. Their first offer for our 
car included a "salvage" value of 
$200, the amount they planned to 
reduce the total actual cash value 
(ACV) by. 

Upon checking with the 
Commonwealth of Massachuscus 
Division of Insurance, a salvage 
value must be backed up with at last 
two quotes from a junk yard which 
may want your car. The Division 
was very willing to assist. 

With the "crusher" closed locally, 
there wasn't a yard willing to pay 
you, but rather charged to take a 
car away. The insurance company 
was forced to make the salvage 
value zero and take the car. 

Reforms in auto insurance are 
needed in Massachusetts too. We 
Pay too much and arc almost always 
only "hassled" when waiting for a 
payment. Insurance companies that 
threaten to leave the state would be 
leaving more busincss to those 
(insurance companics) that stay.

otange” by now, please stay home 
and wait for ice fishing season. 
You're just too dangerous to be 
allowed into the woods during the 
hunting season if you haven't been 
introduced to blaze orange.

enough to remember it -- we took 
to the woods wearing ‘red plaid. 
Those days are thankfully gone. 

Since 1962, according to Caroline 
Woolner from the state's Hunter 
Safety section of Fishcrics & Wild- 
life, the wearing of hunter orange 
has been required during decr 
season, and for any hunting on state 
Wildlife Management Arcas. 

Massachusetts was one of the first 
States to require the blaze orange 
Outerwear, but most every stale 
now requires it. Some few states 
still haven't made hunter orange a 
legal requirement. Too bad. 

For instance, Caroline said that 
Virginia saw a 79 percent decline in 
accidental (‘I thought it was a deer’) 
shootings since hunter orange was 
made mandatory last season. 

Hunter orange is also the color of 
the law in the Great White North, 
with the provinces of Nova Scotia, 
New Brunswick, Manitoba, New- 
foundland and Quebec all saying 
you've gotta, but be very careful in 
Saskatchewan. 

It scems that Saskatchewan has 
made it mandatory that you wear a 
complete outfit of either orange, 
red, or (get this!) WHITE while 
hunting. Heaven help us. 

Sorry, but I was trained never to 
bring ANYTHING white into the 
woods during decr season, from a 
handkerchicf to underwear. Some 
fools sce a flash of white and they 
hink it’s the tail of a decr bolting 
away, so they'll take a snap shot at 
the white object. Caroline said that 
one guy in another state was shot 
when some jerk saw the white of an 
apple he was cating! White is death 
in the deer woods. 

Hunter orange, on the other hand, 
has saved more lives than anything 
clse in hunting history, but the 
color of the law isn't just plain, old, 
garden-variety orange. Far from it. 

We are required by law in the 
Bay State to wear at least 500 
square inches on chest, head and 
back of a fluorescent orange color, 
reflecting light between 595 abd 
605 nanometers. That's a wee bit 
technical, but it becomes simple in 
actual use. 

Hunter orange, Caroline says and 
experience bears out, reflects low 
lovels of light. While most every 
shade of color begins to fade with 
the sunset, the fluorescent colors 
will stay visible the longest. 


Once in Utah, while hunting the 
sage covered hills, I spotted some 
guy in a blaze orange coat up on a 
ridge that had to be at least four 
miles away. Even without binoc- 
ulars, he stood out plain as day. 
The stuff works. 

Also, Caroline notes, even color 
blind hunters can detect that blaze 
orange is a non-natural shade, and 
thus isn't something that belongs in 
the woods. 

As for the “camoflage orange” 
that’s becoming more and more 
popular, Caroline said that an 
average of only 50 percent of the

fabric is orange, with the rest black 
stripes, leaves, etc, So, a full coat, 
extending down to your back 
pockets, will be needed to keep the 
Environmental Police happy, while 
a hat of solid orange is strongly 


suggested, 

Personally, I feel that orange 
camoflage is a joke. Deer can't see 
colors anyway, and if there's a deer 
close enough to see you it almost 
certainly won't be the pattern of 
your coat that gives you away. One 
sound and he's gone. 

So far this year there have been 
five minor injuries involving guns 
and hunting, Caroline said, and not 
one of the victims was wearing 
hunter orange. For most small 
game scasons the wearing of blaze 
orange isn't required, but it sure 
makes sense, she said. 

And here's a real gem -- hunter 
orange fades over time. Your vest 
from three seasons ago might have 
faded below the legal (and safe) 
color requirement, especially if the 
fabric is Icft out in the sunshine in 
the off season. Dirt also hurts. 

To test your colors, you can take 
your jacket to just about any store

that sells hunter orange, and hold it 
up for comparison. Caroline said 
that literally everyone who makes 
hunting clothes uses the same legal 
color requirement, so any new gear 
will be the right shade, 

Even simpler, just take your vest 
outside and hang in on a tree near 
sunset, then watch and wait. If you 
can sce your vest but not the tree, 
you're in the pink. Uh ... orange. 

Either way, Caroline said that 
Environmental Police Officers all 
carry a comparison card for testing 
whether something is legal blaze 
orange or not. If you get stopped, 
you'll find out soon enough. 

And if you don't get stopped by 
an EPO, you might find out the 
hard way. Don't do that. 

Wear your orange with pride and 
safety. Even if it isn't required by 
law, wear it anyway. It works!

Renco decided in September to 
offer books for sale, available to 
all and at a 10 percent discount 
to “Memos” subscribers. The 
books are amazing — teddy 
bears, dogs, grandfathers, 
Cajuns, twilights, snowmen, 
stars; ustrated in color blends 
and shapes that fascinate both 
reader and readee. 

All the children’s music is also 
tested at home, and Ronco of- 
fers tapes and books through the 
newsletter and through Cor- 
nercopia in Wilmington. The 
tape selection ranges from 
Rosenshontz’ “Rock 'N’Roll 
Teddy Bear” to Raffi and 
Polansky, from stardreamer 
lullabies to dinosaurs and 
sneakers, 

With all the print on child care 
out there, “‘Tot Memos” was a 
gamble — although Ronco never 
saw it that way. “Tot Memos’ is 
one answer to child care needs,” 
she says. ‘As a parent, I see a 
real need to give parents 
professional information in a 
condensed fashion — so they 
don’t have to sit and read a 
whole magazine and go through 
the ads. 

“Our whole society is so 
busy,” she continues. “I feel 
really qualified to write the 
letter because of my training in 
education and because I am a 
parent. Theory is good but 
practice is something else.” 

Ronco’s personal and 
professional experience is 
evident throughout the 
newsletter. “I was a widow and 
I think single-parenting is a 
strong issue — it’s really 


stressful to be a single parent,” 
she says. “I raised my son for 
seven years by myself, 
remarried when he was nine and 
realized the difference. It’s 
great having support, par- 
ticularly through early 
childhood and adolescence. 
They're very similar. 

“There's a pyschologist’s 
theory that calls adolescence 
the ‘second’ adolescence, and 
early childhood the ‘first’ 
adolescence because ‘children’ 
in both age groups are looking 
for independence but also need 
direction,” she continues. “One 
foot is out the door but the other 
foot is still at home looking for 
support.” 

Ronco, at home, does not sit 
still for a minute. Whether it’s 3

culation and beef up book sales.

That’s 
kind of an individual woman’s 
issue, I suppose."”

Her feelings about women and 
herself are central to her 
achievements. ‘‘As mothers, I 
think we play many roles,” she 
says. ‘When you develop your 
own business, that's exactly 
what you have to do.

You have to 
do marketing, sales and ac- 
counting — and you have to 
really like the challenge of 
working independently and 
being creative.

Foster homes 
sought for 
children 


The Eastern Middlesex Area 
office of the Department of 
Social Services is seeking foster 
parents for children between the 
ages of 12-18. This is one 
population we serve that there 
are not enough homes. Because 
of this, teenagers are frequently 
place in 30-45 day emergency 
Shelters.

replacement. Santa's battery 
pack is on low and he wants to 
pass along his magic wand 
before it stalls in neutral. Ac- 
cording to this version of the 
legend, fresh blood is needed 
every 150 years or so to keep the 
power vital. Well, thanks to 
James Varney’s Ernest, Santa 
gets arrested for vagrancy, 
loses his bounteous sack and is 
separated ‘rom the one man in 
the whole world who might just 
do as the next Kris Kringle. 

Any adult reading this 
description would figure the 
flick as a real snoozer. And 
they'd be right. Watching a rube 
bumble through a weakly 
constructed plot and less-than- 
special effects is not a great way 
to kill an afternoon. However, 
children were laughing, no 
make that howling, during a 
recent screening. So if you are 
eight, or at least think like an 
eight-year-old, this is just dandy 
stuff. 

On a grown-up level, this 
picture is about a zillion times 
better than the last Ernest 
extravaganza. Ernest doesn't 
fall off of one ladder, as he did 11 
times in the last episode. There 
is less of that low-budget am- 
biance so prevalent last time 
around. Of course, that's like 
saying last year’s stock market 
crash wasn't nearly as bad as 
the one in 1929. 

So here we have a movie with 
at least average production 
values, some really pretty 
Christmas carols and a plot to 
be found enjoyable by audience 
members with still undeveloped 
minds. But you can't get past 
the fact that Ernest is just a 
commercial pitchman. He's a 
hick who hawks hundreds of 
different products around the 
country. For 60 seconds, Ernest 
is a real hoot. For 90 minutes in 
a poorly constructed story, we 
are not talking bug yucks. 

But Ernest flicks rake in a lot 
of money, especially since they 
don’t cost all that much to make. 
Think about it. The future may 
hold such cinematic delights as 
“Ernest Versus the Killer 
Easter Bunny,”’ or “Ernest and 
the Atomic Turkey?" How 
about ‘Chanukah for Ernest? "

Mery! Streep doesn't seem to 
have a bad performance in her. 
You keep waiting for it. Cer- 
tainly “Falling in Love” was far 
from a great movie. But Streep 
was fine in it. The worst that can 
be said of her is that she’s a bit 
distant, not enough fire in the 
roles. Not so this time. That 
ethereal quality of hers is 
masked under a stern shock of 
dark hair, set lips and sensible 
shoes, as she plays Lindy 
Chamberlain, an Australian 
minister's wife accused of 
murdering her baby daughter. 


Based on a true story that 
occurred in the spring of 1980, it 
centers around Chamberlain 
and her husband. Sam Neill does 
a superb job as the minister, a 
strong man weakened by the 
ordeal of losing his child.

We know from the onset that 
Lindy didn’t commit murder 
and she is even aquitted at the 
inquest. But people just don’t 
believe the story, won't accept 
the fact that a dog could kill a 
human being. Director Fred 
Schepisi uses some cinematic 
tricks to show the rumor 
mongering and finger pointing 
for what it was - a modern day 
witch hunt. He cuts away, 
frequently, to scenes of average 
Aussies watching the evening 
news, reading the paper and 
talking about the case. Only 
they don’t just talk, they accuse. 
Wild rumors run rampant 
through the country and spill 
into New Zealand. Not helping 
their case is the fact that the 
Chamberlains seem all too 
willing to exploit themselves. 
The media points their cameras 
en masse and the Chamberlains 
perform. The fact that they are 
Seventh Day Adventists who 
willingly accept the fate of God 
pushes them into a harsher light 
than they may have realized, at 
first 

While the courtroom scenes 
are a bit sluggish, they remain 
emotionally brutal. Experts 
explain with a clinical coldness 
how a dingo could have grasped 
the infant in its jaws, shook it to 
break her neck and spirited her 
away 

Into the story creeps the 
cracks formed in the Cham- 
berlain's happy existence. The 
strain of living in a fishbowl 
combined with the burden of 
proving their innocence saps 
their strong marriage, but 
doesn't break it. It is a tribute to 
Schepisi, Streep and Neill that 
by the end of the film we can see 
the sadness in their faces 
without ever having to be told it 
exists

Child's Play is a humorous 
scarefest that works, but only up 
toa point. A young boy is given a 
doll that turns out to be 
inhabited with the soul of a 
crazed killer.

Last June, a major dust storm 
flared up on Mars. Its 
discoverers got word to 
colleagues around the world 
within 48 hours, and the red 
planet was soon under almost 
continuous telescopic sur- 
veillance. Observers carefully 
documented the storm’s 
progress and made a detailed 
record of how the dust altered 
the appearance of the Martian 
surface. Virtually all these 
astronomers were amateurs.

began to brighten. They notified 
the controllers of an 
astronomical satellite, who 
quickly swung the orbiting 
telescope onto the star and 
began taking data. Within 24 
hours, professional astronomers 
traced the star’s eruption to a 
stream of as escaping from the 
system in a way never before 
seen. 

Barely two weeks earlier, 
astronomers throughout the 
Southern Hemisphere detected 
an exploding star — a supernova 
— in one of the Milky Way’s 
satellite galaxies, the Large 
Magellanic Cloud. It turned out 
to be the closest and brightest 
supernova since the invention of 
the telescope. Hundreds of 
scientists the world over have 
studied the object in painstaking 
detail for nearly two years. In 
doing so, they have confirmed 
ideas about star death that, 
though cherished and widely 
accepted, had nevertheless 
remained unproven for decades. 
One of those credited with first 
sighting the supernova is an 
amateur.
